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Objects  and  Constitution. 

The  objects  of  this  Charity  are :  to  provide  gratuitous  Medical 
and  Surgical  Aid  to  necessitous  but  non-pauper  patients,  and  to  the 
Lying-in  poor,  especially  to  those  who  reside  within  the  limits  of  the 
Dispensary  district  as  denned  in  Rule  13.  The  Charity  consists  of  a 
President,"Vice-Presidents,  Trustees,  Treasurer,  and  other  Governors, 
and  of  such  officers  and  servants  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
deemed  necessary. 

Powers  of  the  Governors. 

RULE  1. — The  Governors  shall  direct  and  control  all  the  affairs  of 
the  Charity,  make  and  alter  its  Rules,  elect  the  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Trustees,  Treasurer,  and  Honorary  Governors,  appoint 
the  Committee  of  Management  and  other  standing  Committees,  and 
also  such  officers  and  servants  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  consider 
necessary  for  the  full  and  efficient  performance  of  the  various 
functions  of  the  institution. 

Privileges  of  the  Governors. 

RULE  2. — Every  person  subscribing  one  guinea  per  annum  shall 
be  a  Governor,  and  entitled  to  have  three  patients  always  on  the 
Medical  or  Surgical  list,  and  one  Lying-in  Patient  in  the  year,  and 
shall  have  one  vote  at  all  elections  of  officers  ;  and  every  person  sub- 
scribing two  guineas  per  annum  shall  be  entitled  to  have  six  patients 
on  the  Medical  or  Surgical  list  at  a  time,  and  two  Lying-in  Patients  in 
the  year,  and  shall  have  two  votes  at  all  elections  of  officers,  and  so 
on  in  proportion  for  each  guinea  subscribed.  All  annual  subscriptions 
to  the  Charity  shall  be  reckoned  from  the  date  of  payment  in  1898  or 
the  date  of  the  subsequent  first  payment.  Any  Governor  who  may 
be  in  arrears  for  his  or  her  annual  subscription,  shall  be  disqualified 
from  voting  at  any  election  under  Rules  18,  19  and  20,  until  such 
arrears  shall  have  been  paid.  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment who  have  attended  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  monthly  meetings 
during  the  previous  year  shall  have  double  the  above  privileges.  Any 
Governor  may  appoint  any  other  person  to  sign  his  or  her  Letters  of 
Recommendation,  but  notice  thereof  must  be  sent  to  the  Dispensary. 

Life  Governors  and  Life  Directors. 

RULE  3. — Every  person  subscribing  ten  guineas  within  the  year 
shall  be  a  Life  Governor,  and  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  an 
Annual  Subscriber  of  one  guinea,  and  so  on  for  every  ten  guineas 
subscribed.  Every  person  subscribing  fifteen  guineas  within  the 
year  shall  be  a  Life  Director,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  an 
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Annual  Subscriber  of  two  guineas,  and — except  he  be  an  officer  of  the 
Charity  under  Rule  19 — shall  also  be  entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Committee  of  Management.  The  above  privileges 
of  Life  Governors  and  Life  Directors  shall  be  additional  to  those  to 
which  they  may  be  entitled  as  Annual  Subscribers  under  Rule  2.  In 
the  case  of  firms  subscribing  ten  or  fifteen  guineas  within  the  year, 
one  member  thereof  only  shall  become  a  Life  Governor  or  a  Life 
Director,  as  the  case  may  be.  Any  person  who  may  have  rendered 
special  services  to  the  Charity  may  be  elected,  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Governors,  an  Honorary  Life  Governor,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  of  an  Ordinary  Life  Governor. 

Donations,  Legacies  and  Bequests. 

RULE  4. — All  Legacies,  Bequests,  or  Donations,  should  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer,  whose  receipt  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  the 
person  or  persons  paying  the  same.  Every  person  appointed  to  pay 
any  legacy  or  bequest  of  fifty  pounds  or  upwards  shall  become  a  Life 
Director,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  such,  as  defined  in 
Rule  3. 

Ordinary  General  Meetings. 

RULE  5.— An  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be 
held  on  the  Fourth  Tuesday  in  April  to  confirm  or  to  rescind  the 
resolutions  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  to  transact  any  other 
necessary  business.  Notice  of  such  meetings  shall  be  sent  to  each 
Governor  ;  and  seven  Governors  shall  form  a  quorum.  At  the  Annual 
Meeting,  the  Treasurer's  audited  accounts,  and  a  detailed  report  upon 
the  affairs  of  the  Charity,  shall  be  submitted,  and  a  printed  copy 
thereof  afterwards  forwarded  to  every  Governor ;  the  vacancies  in  the 
Committee  of  Management  filled  up,  and  the  members  of  the  Medical, 
Finance,  and  House  Committees,  for  the  ensuing  year  appointed. 

Special  General  Meetings. 

RULE  6. — The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  or  any 
three  of  the  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to  call  a 
Special  General  Meeting  at  any  time,  by  giving  at  least  seven  days' 
notice  to  each  Governor,  the  notice  specifying  the  occasion  of  such 
Meeting. 

Alteration  of  Rules. 

RULE  7. — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  to 
make  or  alter  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Charity, — subject  to  the  same 
being  approved  and  confirmed,  before  taking  effect,  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  next  ensuing,  or  at  a  Special  General  Meeting 
convened  for  that  purpose,  in  accordance  with  Rule  6.  No  new  rule, 
nor  alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  rule — except  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  section — shall  be  proposed  at  any  meeting  unless 
twenty-one  days'  previous  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given  to  the 
said  Committee,  and  full  particulars  of  the  same  specified  in  the 
notice  convening  the  meeting;  and  if  it  be  passed,  it  shall  not  take 
effect  until  it  has  been  confirmed  at  a  succeeding  Special  General 
Meeting  convened  in  accordance  with  Rule  6. 


Committee  of  Management. 

RULE  8. — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  consist  of  twenty- 
one  Governors,  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  period  of  three  years  ;  one- 
third  of  them  shall  go  out  of  office  annually  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in 
April,  in  rotation  according  to  seniority  in  office,  hut  they  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election  for  another  period  of  three  years ;  provided, 
however,  that  anyone  of  them  who  shall  have  attended  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  monthly  meetings  during  the  year,  shall,  ipso  facto, 
cease  to  be  a  Member.  Vacancies,  occasioned  by  the  death  or 
resignation  of  any  of  the  Members,  or  otherwise,  may  be  temporarily 
filled  up  by  the  Committee,  until  the  next  Annual  General  Meeting. 
At  their  ordinary  Meeting  in  May  they  shall  elect,  by  a  majority  of 
votes,  a  Chairman  and  a  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the 
ensuing  year,  either  from  their  own  body  or  from  the  Governors  at 
large ;  in  the  latter  case  the  persons  elected  shall  be  additional 
Members  of  the  said  Committee ;  the  said  Chairman  and  Vice- 
Chairman  shall  be  ex-offii.io  members  of  all  Committees.  This 
Committee  shall  manage  all  the  affairs  of  the  Charity,  in  conformity 
with  its  rules  ;  for  this  purpose  they  shall  meet  at  the  Dispensary  on 
the  fourth  Tuesday  in  every  month  ;  the  Ordinary  Meetings  may  be 
adjourned  ;  and  Special  Meetings  may  be  convened  by  the  Chairman 
or  the  Vice-Chairman  or  at  the  request  of  not  less  than  four  of  the 
Members.  At  their  ordinary  Meeting  in  March  they  shall  determine 
which  of  their  Members  retire  from  office,  and  submit  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  April  the  names  of  these  and  of  those  they  consider  most 
eligible  for  election  or  re-election.  The  Meetings  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  open  to  the  President,  Vice- Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Life- 
Directors — subject  to  the  last  clause  of  this  Rule — all  of  whom  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote ;  and  three  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum,  provided 
two  of  them  are  elected  Members.  No  person  shall  vote  on  any 
question  in  which  he  is  pecuniarily  interested  ;  nor  shall  any  resolution 
of  the  Committee  which  may  affect  the  standing  Rules  of  the  Charity 
be  acted  upon  until  it  has  been  confirmed  at  a  General  Meeting, 
notice  thereof  having  been  previously  given  in  accordance  with  Rules 
6  and  7.  No  Physician,  Surgeon,  Resident  Medical  Officer,  nor 
Collector,  of  the  Dispensary,  shall  attend  any  Meetings  of  the 
Committee  unless  expressly  summoned  by  the  said  Committee. 

Auditors  and  Finance  Committee. 

RULE  9. — Two  Auditors  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
Governors  ;  the  said  Auditors  shall  not  be  Members  of  the  Monthly 
Committee,  and  they  shall  submit  to  the  Governors  a  Financial 
Report  and  Balance  Sheet  at  the  end  of  each  year.  The  Finance 
Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Committee 
of  Management ;  they  shall  supervise  all  the  Accounts  of  the  Charity ; 
and  for  this  purpose  meet  at  the  Dispensary  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in 
every  month,  to  examine  the  bills  and  vouchers  of  the  preceding 
month,  to  make  out  a  list  of  cheques  requiring  sanction  and  signature, 
and  prepare  a  statement  thereof  to  be  submitted  to  the  impending 
meeting  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee  of  Management  is 
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empowered  to  engage  the  services  of  a  professional  Accountant,  from 
time  to  time,  not  less  than  once  a  year,  to  examine,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  all  the  funds  and  accounts  of  the  Charity, 
and  prepare  the  Balance  Sheet. 

The  Funds  of  the  Charity. 

RULE  10. — The  surplus  funds  of  the  Charity  shall  be  invested  in 
Government  Securities,  and  in  the  names  of  the  Trustees. 

House  Committee. 

RULE  11. — The  House  Committee  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting,  and  consist  of  four  members  nominated  by 
the  Committee  of  Management.  They  should  visit  the  Dispensary 
periodically,  and  satisfy  themselves  that  the  Rules  of  the  Charity  are 
strictly  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Staff  and  other  officers  and  servants 
of  the  Institution.  In  the  event  of  any  of  the  said  officers  and 
servants  being  incapacitated  by  sickness  or  otherwise,  they  may 
appoint  other  suitable  persons  in  their  stead  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Committee  of  Management ;  they  should  also  enquire  into  any 
complaints  brought  to  their  notice,  see  that  the  behaviour  of  the 
patients  is  proper,  that  the  apartments  for  them,  as  well  as  those  for 
the  Medical  Officers,  are  in  order,  and,  every  month,  report  to  the 
said  Committee  the  results  of  then*  visits. 

Medical  Committee. 

RULE  12. — The  Medical  Committee  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting,  for  the  ensuing  year ;  and  consist  of  such 
Governors  as  practise  physic,  surgery,  or  pharmacy,  and  the  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  the  Dispensary ;  they  shall  inspect  the  drugs  and 
appliances,  and  give  such  advice  and  assistance  to  the  Committee  of 
Management  as  may  be  required ;  they  shall  meet  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  in  the  months  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  No  member  shall  vote 
on  any  question  in  this  committee  in  which  he  may  be  hi  any  way 
personally  interested. 

Home  Patients. 

RULE  13. — Those  patients  who  from  the  nature  of  their  illnesses 
are  unable  to  attend  at  the  Dispensary,  shall  be  visited  at  their  own 
homes,  if  within  the  general  limits  of  the  Dispensary,  which  consists 
of  two  divisions,  as  follows  : — the  Western  Division  being  from  London 
Bridge  by  the  Thames  to  Westminster  Bridge,  along  Westminster 
Bridge  Road  and  Kennington  Road  to  Kennington  Park,  thence  by 
the  west  and  north  sides  of  the  Park  to  Royal  Road,  along  Beresford 
Street  and  Camberwell  Road  to  Albany  Road,  through  Albany  Road 
to  Old  Kent  Road,  thence  along  Old  Kent  Road  to  the  Bricklayers' 
Arms,  the  New  Kent  Road  to  the  Elephant  and  Castle,  thence  by 
Newington  Causeway,  and  Borough  High  Street,  to  London  Bridge ; 
the  Eastern  Division  being  from  London  Bridge  by  the  Thames  to  the 
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end  of  West  Lane,  along  the  Southwark  Park  Road  and  the  Upper 
Grange  Road,  joining  the  western  division  at  the  Green  Man  in  the 
Old  Kent  Road.  It  is  understood  that  the  side  of  the  street  nearest 
to  the  Dispensary  is  to  be  the  boundary.  Such  patients  must  send 
their  letters  of  recommendation  to  the  Dispensary  at  9  o'clock  in  the 
morning  by  a  person  capable  of  describing  the  nature  of  their 
complaint,  so  that  th«y  may  be  placed  under  the  care  of  a  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  as  the  case  may  require ;  and  they  must  continue  to  send 
their  letters  on  the  days  and  at  the  hours  of  attendance  of  the 
Physician  or  Surgeon  under  whose  care  they  were  placed,  as  often  as 
they  may  require  to  be  visited ;  but  in  extreme  cases,  requiring 
immediate  attention,  they  should  send  for  the  Resident  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Dispensary. 

Out  Patients. 

RULE  14. — Those  patients  who  are  able  to  attend  at  the 
Dispensary  must  take  their  Letters  of  Recommendation  at  9  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  to  the  Resident  Medical  Officer,  by  whom  they  will  be 
placed  under  the  care  of  a  Physician  or  Surgeon,  as  the  case  may 
require,  and  the  patients  must  continue  to  attend  on  the  days  and  at 
the  hours  of  attendance  of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  who  first 
prescribed  for  them,  and  as  often  as  he  may  direct  them.  Every 
suitable  patient,  irrespective  of  place  of  abode,  shall,  on  presenting 
a  Letter  of  Recommendation  from  any  Governor,  receive  gratuitous 
advice  and  medicine  at  the  Dispensary  during  the  usual  hours  as 
defined  herein. 

Midwifery  Patients. 

RULE  15. — The  Midwifery  patients  must  take  or  send  their 
Letters  of  Recommendation  to  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  the 
Dispensary  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  ;  he  will  furnish  them  with  a 
ticket,  which  must  be  delivered  to  the  Midwife  appointed  to  attend 
the  case.  Should  that  Midwife  be  engaged  at  the  time  her  services 
are  required,  the  nearest  Midwife  belonging  to  the  Charity  should  be 
sent  for,  who  will  at  once  attend  instead  of  the  other.  In  any  case  of 
undue  delay — occasionally  perhaps  unavoidable— a  message  should  be 
sent  to  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  the  Dispensary  requesting  his 
immediate  attendance. 

Directions  for  Governors  and  Patients. 

RULE  16. — The  Governors  should  carefully  enter  their  own  and 
the  patient's  name  and  address  in  their  Letters  of  Recommendation. 
If  any  patient  neglect  to  attend  the  Dispensary  for  14  days,  such 
patient  will  be  discharged.  Patients  must  keep  their  Letters  clean 
and  under  cover,  so  that  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  may  be  able  to 
write  his  prescriptions  upon  them  ;  and  if  they  are  not  discharged 
within  a  month,  they  must  apply  to  the  Governor  who  recommended 
them  to  have  their  letters  renewed.  Patients  who  only  require  a 
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repetition  of  the  medicines  must  send  for  them  in  the  afternoon.  If 
any  patients  have  just  cause  to  complain  of  any  neglect  or  otherwise, 
they  should  immediately  inform  the  Governor  who  recommended  them, 
and*  upon  his  report,  addressed  to  the  House  Committee,  the  matter 
will  be  promptly  and  carefully  investigated.  The  patients,  and  those 
who  may  attend  for  them,  must  behave  themselves  properly  and 
readily  conform  to  such  instructions  as  may  be  given  to  them ; 
otherwise  they  may  be  immediately  dismissed.  Patients  who  bring 
new  Letters  must  not  leave  the  Dispensary  before  seeing  the 
Physician  or  Surgeon  under  whose  care  they  have  been  placed. 

Dismissal  of  Patients. 

RULE  17. — Whenever  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  to  dismiss  any 
patient  for  irregularity,  misconduct,  or  any  other  cause,  a  letter  shall 
forthwith  be  sent  from  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  to  the  Governor 
who  recommended  him  or  her,  fully  explaining  all  the  circumstances. 

Election  of  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Treasurer. 

RULE  18. — The  election  of  a  President,  Vice-Prssident,  Trustee, 
or  Treasurer,  may  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  those 
present  at  any  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  of  which  seven  days 
previous  notice,  fully  specifying  the  object  thereof,  shall  have  been 
sent  to  every  Governor.  But  if  at  such  meeting  it  should  be  so 
demanded,  the  election  shall  be  subsequently  determined  in  the  same 
manner  as  directed  in  section  1  of  Rule  19. 

Election  and  Removal  of  Officers. 

RULE  19.— No  election  of  any  of  the  Officers  of  this  Charity, 
except  those  named  in  Rule  18,  shall  take  place  until  twenty-one  days 
after  the  public  declaration  of  the  vacancy ;  it  shall  be  held  at  a 
General  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  convened  in  accordance  with 
Rule  6,  aud  be  determined,  then  and  there,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  those  present,  and  the  proxies  of  those  who  may  be  absent — 
provided  that  the  conditions  contained  in  Rules  2  and  20,  relating 
thereto,  have  been  duly  complied  with ;  all  questions  concerning  the 
validity  of  votes  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chairman. 

On  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  the  Committee  of  Management 
shall  publicly  declare  the  same  within  two  months  thereof,  and  invite 
candidates  to  forward  their  applications  with  copies  of  their 
testimonials  to  the  Secretary,  and,  at  the  same  time,  notify  that 
canvassing  either  directly  or  indirectly  on  the  part  of  any  candidate 
shall  absolutely  disqualify  him  for  election.  The  said  Committee 
shall  hold  a  meeting  previous  to  the  election  to  receive  the  candidates 
and  examine  their  testimonials.  In  the  case  of  a  medical  vacancy,  the 
Medical  Committee  shall  be  requested  to  attend  and  submit  their 
opinion  concerning  the  professional  qualifications  of  such  candidates. 
The  said  Committee  shall  then  select  such  of  the  candidates — not 
more  than  three — as  they  may  consider  most  eligible,  and  report  the 


same  to  the  next  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  at  which  the 
election  of  one  of  the  said  selected  candidates  shall  he  determined 
in  the  manner  directed  in  the  first  section  of  this  Rule. 

All  Officers  and  Servants  of  the  Charity  shall  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Committee  of  Management ;  hut  in  the  case  of  a 
Medical  Officer  his  dismissal  shall,  if  he  so  desire,  be  suhmitted  for 
confirmation  or  otherwise  to  a  General  Meeting,  at  which  the  matter 
shall  be  determined  by  the  votes  of  the  Governors  then  present,  and 
their  decision  shall  be  final. 

Proxy  Voting  at  Elections. 

RULE  20. — The  Nobility,  Members  of  Parliament,  Vice-Presidents, 
Ladies,  and  Governors  afflicted  with  illness,  may  vote  by  proxy,  as 
may  all  Governors  whose  registered  address  is  beyond  the  general 
limits  of  the  Dispensary,  as  defined  in  Rule  13— except  Governors 
who  may  become  subscribers  after  a  vacancy  occurs;  the  proxies  must 
contain  date  and  residence  ;  all  Governors,  except  as  aforesaid,  being 
in  the  country  previous  to  the  day  of  election,  and  so  remaining,  may 
also  vote  by  proxy.  No  person  can  vote  by  proxy  at  an  election  who 
shall  become  a  subscriber  after  a  vacancy  occurs ;  but  such  subscriber 
may  vote  in  person,  provided  the  subscriptions  are  paid  within  three 
days  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  election.  All  proxies  must  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary,  and  not  less  than  three  clear  days  before 
an  election. 

Physicians. 

RULE  21. — The  Physicians  must  be  Fellows  or  Members  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians,  London,  legally  registered  practitioners, 
and  not  practising  Pharmacy.  One  of  them — the  Obstetric-Physician 
— must  also  be  a  Fellow  or  Member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons, 
England,  specially  skilled  in  Midwifery  and  the  diseases  peculiar  to 
women ;  he  shall  superintend  the  Lying-in  Department  of  the  Charity, 
advise  and  when  necessary  assist  the  Surgeon-Accoucheurs  in  all  cases 
of  danger  or  difficulty  ;  he  shall  also  attend  to  such  special  cases 
as  may  be  submitted  to  him  by  other  Members  of  the  Staff.  All  the 
Physicians  shall  regularly  and  punctually  attend  the  Dispensary  at 
the  times  directed  by  the  Committee  of  Management,  to  examine  and 
prescribe  for  the  out-patierits  and  afterwards  visit  such  home-patients 
as  may  require  their  attendance. 

An  Honorary  Consulting  Physician— in  addition  to  those  pro- 
vided in  the  preceding  section  of  this  Rule — may  be  appointed  at  a 
General  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  of  Management ;  he  must  be  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians,  London,  of  acknowledged  eminence  in  his  pro- 
fession, and,  other  qualifications  being  equal,  preference  shall  be  given 
to  a  gentleman  who  shall  have  held  the  office  of  Physician  to  this 
Charity. 
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Surgeons  and  Accoucheurs. 

RULE  22. — The  Surgeons  must  have  such  qualifications  in 
Medicine,  Surgery  and  Midwifery  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
selecting  Committee.  One  of  them  must  be  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,  a  member  of  the  Staff  of  one  of  the  leading 
Hospitals  of  the  Metropolis,  and  not  practising  Pharmacy ;  he  shall 
attend  especially  to  such  serious  or  special  Surgical  cases  as  may  be 
submitted  to  him  by  the  other  members  of  the  Staff.  The  others 
must  be  Surgeon-Accoucheurs,  residing  and  practising  within  the 
limits  of  the  Dispensary ;  they  shall  attend  to  all  cases,  medical  as 
well  as  surgical,  registered  to  them  on  their  days  of  attendance,  but 
may  transfer  to  the  Obstetric-Physician  or  to  the  Hospital  Surgeon, 
respectively,  such  cases  as  may  require  special  treatment  by  them ; 
they  shall  also  instruct  the  midwives  of  the  Charity,  and  attend  all 
difficult  labours  when  summoned  by  them.  All  the  Surgeons  shall 
regularly  and  punctually  attend  the  Dispensary  at  the  times  directed 
by  the  Committee  of  Management,  to  examine  and  prescribe  for  the 
out-patients,  and  afterwards  visit  such  home-patients  as  may  require 
their  attendance. 

An  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon — in  addition  to  those  provided 
in  the  preceding  section  of  this  Rule — may  be  appointed  at  a  General 
Meeting  of  the  Governors,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
of  Management ;  he  must  be  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Sur- 
geons, England,  of  acknowledged  eminence  in  his  profession,  and, 
other  qualifications  being  equal,  preference  shall  be  given  to  a 
gentleman  who  shall  have  held  the  office  of  Surgeon  to  this  Charity. 

Resident  Medical  Officer. 

RULE  23. — The  Resident  Medical  Officer  must  be  a  legally 
qualified  and  registered  practitioner.  He  shall  reside  at  the 
Dispensary,  and  devote  himself  solely  to  the  general  duties  of  the 
same,  attend  to  all  emergent  cases,  and  shall  visit  such  of  the  home- 
patients  as  may  not  require  the  personal  attendance  of  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons.  He  shall  carefully  keep  up  the  Dispensary  Registers 
and  other  Records  as  directed  by  the  Committee  of  Management, 
distribute  blank  letters  of  recommendation,  and  receive  same  when 
filled  in,  keeping  a  register  of  the  patients,  stating  by  what  Governor 
they  are  recommended  and  other  necessary  particulars,  superintend 
the  dispensing  of  medicines  and  appliances  to  the  patients,  see  that 
the  apartments  for  the  use  of  the  Committees,  Medical  Officers  and 
Patients  are  kept  in  proper  order,  and  maintain  due  order  and  discip- 
line throughout  the  Institution,  commencing  such  business  at  9  o'clock 
in  the  morning.  He  shall  on  no  account  absent  himself,  without 
leaving  a  note,  stating  where  he  is  to  be  found  in  case  of  emergency, 
without  the  consent  of  two  members  of  the  Home  Committee. 

Dispenser. 

RULE  24. — The  Dispenser  must  hold  a  Certificate  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  and  serve  under  the  direction  of 
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the  Kesident  Medical  Officer.  He  shall  dispense  the  medicines  and 
appliances  for  the  patients  during  such  hours  as  may  he  directed  by 
the  Committee  of  Management.  He  shall  on  no  account  prepare  the 
dispensary  compounds,  such  as  pills,  ointments,  infusions,  &c.,  during 
the  ordinary  dispensing  hours,  but  only  during  the  time  whenpatients 
are  not  in  attendance.  The  Committee  of  Management  may  appoint 
an  assistant  to  the  Dispenser  when,  with  the  advice  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer,  they  may  deem  it  necessary  to  do  so. 

Mid  wives. 

RULE  25. — The  Midwives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  of 
Management,  preference  being  given  to  those  who  are  duly  certificated 
by  some  recognised  Institution  for  Midwives.  In  difficult  labours, 
requiring  the  Assistance  of  an  Accoucheur,  the  attending  Midwife 
must  send  a  written  account  thereof  to  the  nearest  Surgeon  of  the 
Charity,  and  request  his  attendance  ;  but  in  case  of  any  delay,  she 
should  send  for  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  the  Dispensary. 
Should  any  patient  think  herself  neglected  in  any  way,  she  must 
submit  her  complaint,  in  writing,  to  the  House  Committee,  by  whom 
the  matter  will  be  promptly  and  carefully  investigated.  The  Mid- 
wives  are  strictly  forbidden  to  take  any  fee  or  reward  from  any 
patient  for  her  services  connected  with  the  Charity,  on  pain  of 
immediate  dismissal. 

Secretary. 

RULE  26. — The  Secretary  must  be  a  person  fully  acquainted  with 
the  secretarial  duties  of  such  an  Institution.  He  shall  keep  the 
accounts  and  proceedings  of  the  Charity  accurately  and  methodically  ; 
issue  the  necessary  notices  respecting  all  meetings,  and  personally 
attend  them,  unless  prevented  by  unavoidable  circumstances — in 
which  case,  he  must  send  an  efficient  deputy ;  and,  generally,  he  must 
carry  out  all  such  duties  as  are  usually  performed  by  the  Secretaries 
of  other  similar  Institutions. 

Collector. 

RULE  27. — The  Collector  must  be  a  person  of  good  standing.  He 
must  produce  two  or  more  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  of 
Management,  who  shall  be  bound  with  him  in  a  bond  of  two  hundred 
pounds  for  the  due  payment  of  all  moneys  collected  by  him,  and  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  general.  He  shall  collect  the 
subscriptions  for  the  Charity  as  they  become  due,  and  any  other 
moneys  he  may  be  directed  to  receive,  and  he  must  immediately  pay 
the  whole  of  the  same  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  or  the  Bankers. 
He  shall  deliver  to  the  Finance  Committee  every  month  a  list  of  the 
moneys  collected,  report  the  names  of  those  Governors  who  may  have 
ceased  to  subscribe,  and  also  deliver  Letters  of  Recommendation, 
copies  of  Reports,  Rules,  and  such  like,  to  Governors  who  may  require 
them,  or  as  directed.  His  services  sball  be  remunerated  by  com- 
mission, at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  on  each  Annual  Subscription ;  and 
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he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  this  rate  whether  the  subscriptions  be 
paid  to  him  direct  or  through  any  other  channel ;  he  shall  also  be 
entitled  to  the  same  rat«  on  account  of  donations,  if  obtained  through 
his  own  solicitation. 

Leave  of  absence  to  Officers. 

RULE  28. — No  officer  shall  absent  himself  from  his  duties  without 
the  previous  consent  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  then  only 
for  a  definite  period.  The  qualifications  and  residence  of  the  proposed 
substitute  shall  be  a  matter  for  the  consideration  and  decision  of  the 
said  Committee,  and  before  the  leave  be  granted,  the  Secretary  shall 
write  to  the  proposed  substitute  and  obtain  his  assent  in  writing  to 
undertake  the  duties  of  the  officer  applying  for  the  leave. 


Non-attendance  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

RULE  29. — Should  any  Physician  or  Surgeon  be  prevented  by 
indisposition  or  any  other  reasonable  cause  from  attending  the 
Dispensary  at  the  appointed  time,  he  shall  immediately  send  notice 
thereof  to  the  Resident  Medical  Officer,  who  shall  at  once  apply  to  and 
request  the  attendance  of  another  Officer  to  perform  his  duties. 


Remuneration  to  the  Medical  Staff. 

RULE  30.— The  office  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  to  this 
Charity  shall  be  deemed  an  Honorary  one  ;  but  the  Committee  of 
Management  is  empowered  to  grant  an  Annual  sum,  as  an  Honorarium, 
to  each  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons— provided  that  such 
Honorarium  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  guineas  per 
annum. 

Salaries  of  Officers  and  Servants. 

RULE  31. — The  Committee  of  Management  is  empowered  to  fix, 
and  from  time  to  time  vary,  the  salaries  of  the  paid  officers  and 
servants  of  the  Charity,  in  such  mode  as,  after  fully  considering  the 
nature  and  manner  of  performance  of  their  duties,  they  may  deem 
expedient;  no  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  salary  without  the 
previous  sanction  of  the  said  Committee. 


Gratuities  to  Officers  and  Servants. 

RULE  32. — No  officer  or  servant  of  the  Charity  shall  at  any  time 
take  any  fee  or  reward  from  any  patient,  tradesman,  or  other  person, 
on  account  of  any  service  done,  or  to  be  done,  on  behalf  of  this 
Charity,  on  pain  of  immediate  dismissal. 
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The  Dispensary  Pharmacopoeia. 

RULE  33. — The  Dispensary  Pharmacopoeia  shall  be  printed,  and  a 
copy  furnished  to  each  of  the  Medical  Officers ;  one  copy  shall  also  be 
bound  up  with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  use  in  the  Dispensary. 
In  writing  their  prescriptions,  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  en- 
joined to  adhere  as  closely  thereto  as  the  improvements  in  medicines, 
the  discoveries  in  science,  and  the  introduction  of  new  remedies,  may 
permit. 

Dispensary  Drugs  and  Instruments. 

RULE  34. — The  Dispensary  drugs,  instruments,  and  all  other 
requisites,  shall  be  supplied  by  tender  and  samples  from  wholesale 
houses  of  good  standing,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  of 
Management. 

Orders  for   Dispensary  Supplies. 

RULE  35. — No  order  for  any  Dispensary  supplies  shall  be  given 
by  the  officers  of  this  Charity  to  any  tradesman  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  no  articles  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  Institution  but  upon  the  order  of  the  Resident  Medical  Officer 
in  writing. 

The  Anniversary  Dinner. 

RULE  36. — An  Anniversary  Dinner,  on  behalf  of  the  Funds  of  the 
Charity,  may  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  President  and  the 
Committee  of  Management  may  decide ;  the  expenses  of  the  Stewards 
thereof  shall  be  limited  to  one  guinea.  Should  any  extra  expenses  be 
incurred,  they  may  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Charity. 


APPENDIX. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST  TO  THE  CHARITY, 


The  following  form  is  recommended  to  be  used  by  those  benevolent 
persons  who  may  intend  to  benefit  the  Charity  by  Testamentary  Dona- 
tions, Legacies,  or  Bequests. 

"  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  the 
"  Surrey  Dispensary,  instituted  in  the  Borough  of  Southwark, 
"  in  the  year  1777,  the  sum  of  £  to  be  paid,  free 

"  of  legacy  duty,  within  calendar  months 

"next  after  my  decease,  and  to  be  applied  towards  carrying  on 
"  the  benevolent  designs  of  the  said  Charity,  and  for  which  such 
"  Treasurer's  receipt  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge." 
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
